Comic Stylings, the next installment of the Cleveland Museum of Art’s year-long 100 Years of 
Magic series of the 50 greatest movies of all time, brightens Sunday afternoons in August with 
four of the best funny movies ever made. Marilyn Monroe, star of this month’s Wednesday night 
films, made the top 50 for Some Like It Hot, which leads off this series. Alec Guinness plays 
eight roles (and is targeted for murder as many times) in the very British and very black comedy, 
Kind Hearts and Coronets . No list of history’s best comedies would be complete without Charlie 
Chaplin; the Little Tramp totters in with The Gold Rush, and blunders through some of cinema’s 
all-time great gags. A Laurel and Hardy short, Big Business, precedes it for a pair of silent clas- 
sics. Finally, Gene Kelly and Debbie Reynolds share the ever-moving spotlight in what many 
consider the best musical ever, which also happens to be a terrific comedy — Singin } in the Rain . 


Sunday, August 6, 1:30 Some Like It Hot (USA, 
1959, b&w, 1 19 min.). Directed by Billy Wilder, 
with Jack Lemmon, Tony Curtis, Marilyn Monroe, 
and Joe E. Brown. On the run after witnessing the 
St. Valentine’s Day Massacre, two male musicians 
hide out in an all-girl band. 

Sunday, August 13, 1:30 Kind Hearts and 
Coronets (UK, 1949, b&w, 104 min.). Directed by 
Robert Hamer, with Dennis Price, Alec Guinness, 
and Valerie Hobson. The lowliest lord in a titled 
British family decides to eliminate the eight 
relatives (all played by Alec Guinness) standing 
between him and the dukedom. Witty black 
comedy, brilliantly executed (so to speak). 

Sunday, August 20, 1:30 and 3:30 The Gold Rush 
(USA, 1925, tinted b&w, silent with music track, 


82 min.). Charles Chaplin directs and stars, with 
Georgia Hale and Mack Swain. A lone prospector 
battles hunger and the elements during the 1898 
Klondike gold rush. Poignant and very funny. 
Preceded at showtime by J. Wesley Horne’s Big 
Business (USA, 1929, b&w, silent, 20 min.), 
starring Stan Laurel and Oliver Hardy as Christmas 
tree salesmen in California. Kids 12 & under $2. 
Sunday, August 27, 1:30 S ingin ' in the Rain 
(USA, 1952, color, 102 min.). Directed by Stanley 
Donen and Gene Kelly, with Kelly, Debbie 
Reynolds, and Donald O’Connor. Hilarious 
musical — regarded as the best ever — set in 
Hollywood during the transition from silent to 
sound pictures. Kids 12 & under $2. 
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
